The crowd which 
the evening was expected to bring out 
did not materialize. 

The ontward appearance of the fair 
did not differ in viy respect from that 
of last Sunday save for the emblems of 
mourning on the engine Itouses and the 
flags at half mast. Nearly all of the 
displavB made by foreign eshibitors in 
manufaottirers' building were draped 
vrhile many American > xhilnts wt re 
closed. Ttie greatest number of vis- 
iton thronged the artpalaoe, the Krupp 
son exhilnt and the convent. Tne 
Flaisance which always holds the Sun- 
day crowds was a busy place all day 
and inii)resKed upon tlie concessionaries 
more nnuly thau 
their " ' 

open. 

Mnsic was furnished during the after- 
noon and evening by the Cincinnati, 
Chicago and Iowa Stutc bumls, this 
feature of "Heroes' dav" being much 
enjoyed and appraciatea bjrmocwiltdy^ 
eizeu crowds.

E V A.NsviLLE, Ind., July 17.— A tragedy 
occurred at Mount Vernon, Posey 
county, in which four persons lost their 
lives. There is a amall stream running 
through the town called Mill Creek. 
The depth of tba water on ordinary oc- 
casions is from two to font feet, and 
the water is fraqnantiy forded. 

A baavy rate fail, «id jbortly after 
the water ceased to faD lull ctaab be- 
came well filled, and the currant was 
very strong. Adam Allis, a school 
teacher, and familv. reside near the 
little atraau. Wuiie, an 8-year-old 
son, was at play near the stream with 
Wtilia, tb« «-year-old son of W. L. 
Boyce, obairmaa of the RepubUoan 
county oantnldommittee. Wmlelbob- 
ing oat of bar baeb door Mra. AUis saw 
hef son tall into tba water, and, rush- 
ing down, found the little fallow strug- 
gling for life. 

Mrs. Allis sprang into the water, and 
soon found herself unable to reach her 
son, and helpleas in tba rushing cur- 
rent Mrs. Allia called for aid, and a 
daughter. Miss Anna, about 16, want 
to aid her mother, and before others 
could reach the scene the three were 
drowned in the narrow stream, and 
their bodies disappeared from view. It 
did not develop until some hours latter 
that young fiovce waa with Allis and 
was auo loat Mr. Boyce is in Wyom- 
ing.

Berlin, July 17.— The army bill was 
passed by the reichstag by a majority 
of 19, tha vote standing 801 in favor of 
thameasnra to 189 agateatlt After 
the bin had flnatty baan adopted the 
raiobataff waa daclarad c i oaad. 

Tba opposition organs aoataad that 
tha majority of 16 in favor of the bill 
ts not large enough to oauaa tba govern- 
ment to exult, aapedally aa it waa won 
byjha chanuellor giving pledges to the 
agrarians and anti-Sanutaa that will 
certainly give Urn tranbla to fulfill. 
But ttia government, with reason, does 
exult, tradle its opponents fail to con- 
ceal their chagrin. Vexation and dis- 
appointment ware plainly manifested 
throughout boaUla s p ea ob es. The em- 
peror Is delighted wita tba passage of 
the bill, and rumor has it that ba will 
confer upon Chancellor Caprlvi tha dig- 
nity of a prinaa. 

'The initial aspenditttraa arialng ftrom 
the operatioaa oc tba naw mitttvy law 
will be covered by a loan of 48,000,000 
marks. This loan baa baan approved 
by the budget oommittea. 

Elastera affairs ara Main exciting 
anxietv in the G(erman foreign office. 
Reports from St Petersburg state that 
a Russian squadron is going to Toulon 
and thence to the Levant, when the 
French fleet already there, will be re- 
inforced. The Khedive of Egypt on 
his visit to the Sultan of Turkey, will 
urge the latter to use his suzerain rights 
to send a contingent of Turkish troops 
to Cairo. Members of the diplomano 
corps blame the polioy ia Egypt which 
permits the khediva to opaujr opanta 
against England. 

Aatt-JewUh Mob. 
St. Petebsburo, July 18.— The Jews 
of Yalta, in the Crimea, refuse to obey 
the decree to retire within the pale. 
For several days the clergy exhorted 
the rest of the population to rise and 
expel them. Last week anti- Jew mob 
took possession of the streets, broke in- 
to houses occupied by Jews and trie<l to 
drive the occupants from the town. 
The Jews fought back. Dozens were 
drau'ged into tha streets and were 
beaten. Many ware WUed. The houses 
owned by Jews were plundered and 
wrecked. Troops were called to the 
town to restore order. None of the 
rioters were kUIed and but few were 
injured. 

ICuniorM of Trouble lu Kk) Pt. 

Valktta, Malta., July 17. — Tlie 
British battlesliip Inflexible, mounting 
12 guns, has been (irdered to jjroceed 
iinmedintely from this port to Alexan- 
dria.

The steamer W'aialeale arrived on 
July 4, bringing l.*) leiiers and official 
dispatches to the government from the 
expeditions sent to the Valley of Kala- 
lua to cai>ture the lejier-murderer ol 
Bheriff Stolz, and remove the^emaining 
lepers from the Island of Molokai. The 
expedition reached Kalalua valley oc 
July 1. Martial law was at once pro 
claimed, and all outlets from the valle> 
were closed with extra guards. Flfteer 
lepers surrendered to tne expedition at 
Hanalel. two lepers had already been 
captured at Waimea Pass bv the police. 
These had been driven off the valley by 
the leper Koolau, because they refused 
to join and fight the government forces. 

Koolau, the leper murderer, accom- 
panied by seven others, four man, twc 
women and one child, have ratraated 
np the siile of a steep vallev, wberf 
thev are hiding, and declare tnev will 
make a stand if foUowel rip by tht 
troops. Koolau told a leper spy that 
they could escape over a trail known 
only to tlie lepers provideil they could 
reR<'h it: otherwise tliey would fight to 
the last and then kill themselves ueforf 
they would surrender. On July .) 
orders were forwarded by tha steamer 
Iwalani to bring tba lapan In dead or 
alive. 

The government expects the steamer 
Iwalani tomorrow or ne.xt Sunday, 
bringing tin- last of the Kanal lepers, 
who have dehcd the government for th« 
past 10 year.-*. All will be removed to 
the settlement at Molokai at once. 
President Dole announces that the gov- 
ernment will hereafter carry out a 
strict i)olicy of segregation. The steam- 
er Pile has just arrived from Kalalua, 
and reports that the troops have ad- 
vance! l up the valley. No fighting has 
occurred. Another report savs Koolan 
and tlie le]>ers are surrounded in a cave 
on the hillside andabattle is inminent 
If an attack is made, soma ara sura to 
baUlled.

Town of Caldwell, Tt. J.. Oelebrate* 

a Revolutionary Event. 

CAi.Dwti.i , N J.. July 17.— Caldwell 
day was celebrated with a monster pic 
flic on a hill in the rear of the village 
Among the speakers wan Abram S. 
Hewitt of New York and Stewart L. 
Woodford of Brooklyn. 

It was hoped that President Cleve- 
land would be present, as he was bom 
in this village, and wrote some weeks 
ago that he would try to be on hand. 
A few days ago, however, he sent a let- 
ter stating that his health would not 
permit of the journey from Bonard'i 
Bay. 

Caldwell day is in honor of the Bav. 
Jamea Galdwall, the "fighting parson" 
of revolutionary fame, after whom the 
town is named. British troops burned 
his church in Elizabeth, and the minia- 
ter had to flaa for nfuga toOonnaotioat 
farms near tba preaantsitoof Plain- 
field. . 

There, near tiia doaa of the war, Mrs. 
Caldwell was shot dead by a Heasian 

who had climbed over thelanoa. Tbe 
parson, too, was aftarward shot dead by 

a sentry. Many of tiieir desendants 

still live in this vicinity.

Carolina, commanding at ditTerent pe- 
riods the S<^)nierset.

Mon., July 17.— The dosini 
down of the silver mines at Qranitaaao 
Phillipabnrg, whera the granite moaa- 
tain and nmatallie mfnas, tha twe 
greatest silver producers in the stats 
are located, has resulted in the inaugu- 
ration of a reign of terror in the twc 
camps. tk)me 5.0U0 men have been 
employed ia the mines and mills ther« 
and a large majority af these ara of 
foreign birth. 

When the minea first closed tba 
minen made a nm upon tbabanba 
Manv waw paid their monav, but one 
of tna PhiUipsburg bai^. tnoroughlv 
solvent but without enongb ready oaaa 
to meet an immediate aettlemant, waa 
forced to doaa ite doors. Having got 
tbe savings in band, they made no ba^ 
tor use of it than to squander it One 
man with a sum of nearly 1200 placed 
it temporarily in possession of a woman 
«t Ghruiite for safekeeping. 

Subsequently calling for it tba 
woman denied all knowledge of it Bx- 
asparatad, the owner, with several com- 
panions proceeded to force the woman 
using barbaric methods to compel resti* 
tution. Her hands wera tied. h<t face 
slashed and disfigured, and as a final re- 
sort coal oil waa poured on her and the 
threat of burning her alive was about 
to be carrie<l out. Then the woman 
weakened and told tha biding plaoa of 
the money and raoovary was effeetad. 

Two days ago an unpratacted woman 
named Ivy about midnight heard a loud 
knocking at the door, and on opening it 
she was confronted by two masked men 
with revolvers, who demanded her 
money and valuables. One hundred 
and ninety-five dollars belonging to a 
man named Mitehell, who was boarding 
at the house, had bean left with Mrs. 
Ivy for safekaaplng. This money they 
compelled tba woman to band ovar, 
tbraatanln gto aboot her if ah a rafnaad.

It is charged that these notaa wara 
mada in Naw York on May 6, and wara 
signed by unknown partiaa wboN ld«n> 
tity aa never yet baan aatablishad, tbat 
the notea wara worthless and wera thus 
transferred to Oolonal BoUuMm'a ac- 
count for the puvpoaa ot deceiving and 
defrauding tna stockholden and da 
positon.

The first news that Europe was short 
of hay and that the United States were 
depended upon to relieve her distreaa 
reached here early in May. It did Dot 
spread rapidly and the demand was not 
supplied. American consuls abroad 
then began to inquire of the agricul- 
tural department if the hay crop was 
short here or if there was a lack of de- 
sire to ship hay abroad. Foreign lega- 
tions in this country also began to re- 
ceive inquiries concerning the forage 
erops. 

When the news at last began to 
spread J>iat Europe wanted hay, it 
spread with lightning rapidity. It was 
a situation for which thousands of wily 
farmers had been waiting manv years. 
It has been their custom to send a lim- 
ited quantity of hav to market in the 
summer and early fall, and store the 
rest in the hope that it would be worth 
120 a ton, an Increase of from |2 or $8 
over usual rates. On several occasions 
this has happened. 

Even in their wildest dreams they 
never hope<l to i|!;<>t a ton, and when 
the news that Eurt)i)e was waiting for 
their surplus Btoctk reached them their 
anxiety to supply the demand can be 
fanagituHl. 

Hundreds of tons of hay from Iowa, 
Nebraska, Wisconsin and nearby states 
have been pouring into this and other 
seaboard cities. Tramp steamers have 
been loailing at some of the Brooklyn 
wharven for Bt'vcral weeks and many 
shiploads have been landed abroad. 

Still the cry comes that nioro is 
wanted. The fact that the first demand 
was not made known until several 
week."* after the lack of forage through- 
out Europe grew pressing, created cou- 
aidcrahle distress there, especially in 
Fruncf. In both England and France 
the price was frequently as high as ^^>0 
a ti)ii. It lias boen reported that the 
lack of forage in France has necessi- 
tated the slaughter of a larue number 
of cattle to prevent them from suffering 
from lack of food. 

A representative of the big c(miml8- 
sion houses of Williams & Kickerson 
says that, judging by the way the 
American farmers are striving to sup- 
ply the foreign demand for hay, Europe 
w<i\iM soon have all that sne ueeos. 
"All the hay in the market," he said, 
"is last year's crop. None of this year's 
hay has come in yet. The immense 
quantities coining here sliow how the 
farmers have U-en lianf<ing on to it. 
We are getting (jueries from farming 
districts in tilniost every section asking 
us how iiiii' h we can sell hay for, and 
if we can not get more for it. 

"Market men who have never hereto- 
fore paid much attention to hay are 
buying it in this city from $17 U)'$20 a 
ton and standing it abroad. We have 
been getting $30 a ton for it abroad, and 
the persons to whom it is consigned 
pay the freight, which is about $10 a 
ton. This makes it cost them i(4o, and 
by the time the consumers get it tlie 
price must reach the neighborhood of 
fSO, a phenomenal price. 

"The cause of the scarcity of the for- 
eign crop of fodder is said to have been 
the dry weather last vear. The same 
condition of affairs exists this year. As 
if they doubted this, the farmers are 
busy unloading all their old hay, and 
thousands of tons are pouring into every 
port where it can be 8hipi)ed." 

Still, in this country, no scircity of 
forage is threatened, because t lie yield 
this vear pi )mi8es to be big enough to 
mpfij every demand made upon it.
